Dewitt Smith wrote that 
he would submit the matter to his 
association and Mr. Carey that it would 
be impossible for him to attend the 
convention. Later Mr. Smith wrote that his 
association bad appointed a committee to con-

man of the committee. In concluding Col.

AN INTERESTING PAPER. 

Prof. E. H. Moore of Colorado read an able 
paper on “ The Cattle Industry of the United 
States,“ highly descriptive and abounding with 
statistics of all lands. Strong grounds were 
taken in favor of National quarantine laws, the 
polat being warmly acknowledged. Touchiflg 
the subject of the illegal fencing of public 
lands the speaker said: This is as much con- 
demned by range men as it would be by Con- 


necticut farmers. We only want what the law 
gives us—the right to occupy these lands until 
the settler comes. As we can come from our 
ranches to convention in palace-cars it is plain 
to be seen that the days of the ranges are num- 
bered. As the Indian gave way to the pioneer, 
so must the cowboy go before the settier, and 
the rancher take the place of the ranger, until 
the 8,000,000 acres now roamed by cattle shall 
teem with villages and model farms for the 
cultivation of refined cattle, cared for, not by 
cowboys with revolvers, but by cowboys with 
brains.” 

Tne Chair was authorized to appoint a Com- 
mittee on Credentiais and a,recess was taken 
until 8 o' clock. 

ROUTINE BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 

The Chair announced the following Commit- 
tee on Resolutions: Gen, Curtis, New York; 
B. B. Groom, Kentucky; H. C. Hooker, Arizo- 
na; Taft. Onio; Johan W. Simpson, Texas; T. 
F. Houston, Missouri; John Stoller, Kansas; 
Elmer Washburn, IIIinois; Joseph Jennings, 
Utah; William L. Rynerson, New Mexico; 
H. Republic of Mexico; 
Joseph Virginia; James 
M. Ballentine, Idaho; J. Jackson, Wyoming; 
and A. C. Cleveland, Nevada. 

There was a little breeze over a motion to 
increase the committee to sixteen in order to 
give the Indian Territory representation, Gen. 
Pleasant Porter being suggested asa repre- 
sentative of that Territory. This led to an 
effort to enlarge the committee to one from 
each State and Territory, which was defeated, 
and then Gen. Porter was added to the com- 
mittee. 

The Executive Committee of the association 
made a report of their efforts toward perfect- 
ing the National organization during the year, 
accompanying it with divers recommendations. 
The report says that since its orwanization one 
year ago the association bas grown rapidiy, 
ite members now numbering nearly 1,000, with 
thirty local associations, forty-one State and 
Territorial Vice-Presidents, and 480 mem- 
bers of State and Territorial Execu- 
tive Committees, making a total of 
1,552 active, interested, bona fide repre- 
sentatives, with a further representation 
of 45,000,000 cattle, 10,000,000 horses, and 
$2,000,000,000 capital. The National Cattle & 
Horse Growers’ Association, as recognized, is 
the most powerful, wealthy, and influential 
organization of the kind in the world. The 
report warmly recommends the establishment 
of a National Bureau of Animal Industry and 
its connection with the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, and says that the bureau is right in some 
things and wrong in others cannot be de- 
nied, but, declining to take issue on either side, 
begs to suggest that the province of this 
association lies in a moderate, conservative 
and united effort to cultivate a proper recogni- 
tion and encouragement of the things that 
are right in the policy of the bureau and 
correct as far as possible a wrong administra- 
tion of its affairs. A united and immediate 
appeal to the National Government is recom- 
mended for the enactment of such laws 
as will enable the cattlemen to prevent the 
introduction of disease, and to quickly and 
effectively eradicate it should it develop. 
The report suggests an enlargement of the 
powers of the Board of Animal Industry, even 
to the point of empowerimg its agents to buy 
and destroy infected cattle, and not confine its 
efforts simply to quarantine.

That the indiscrim- 
inate and severe measures resorted to worked al- 
most incalculable toss, not only to individuals, but 
to entire States as well, goes without saying. and 
that this serous occurfence was caused 
by the absence of proper National and State 
laws governing such cases is not for one moment 
doubted. The Government should assume all the 
responsibilities of a State in such a calamity, and 
the power and authority of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry should be 80 extend- 
as to enable tts agents to 
with any emergency which might arise 
from the absence of proper local or State regula- 
tions. With such an emergency-regulation in its 
Bureau of Animal Industry the Department of Ag- 
ricuiture might have saved thousands of dollars to 
the States afflicted and avoided the wide- 
spread consternation. stagnation of business, 
and the general damaging effect upon this 
branch of industry by immediately exercising 
its authority in destroying animals and property 
affected or exposed, paying for the same, and re- 
moving in the shortest possible time every vestige 
of the disease and lifting the embargo which its 
presence inflicts upon inter-State commerce. 

THE HUMANE ASSOCIATION S MEMORIAL. 

The following memorial was submitted to the 
convention today by Messers. H. B. Pettes, J. 
C. Richarason, and Dr Fulton: 

The American Humane Association, an associa- 
tion composed of regularly-appointed representa- 
tives from the different humane societies of the 
United States, now assembled at St. Louis, hereby 
does most respectfully but earnestly memorialize 
the National Cattle and Horse Growers’ Associa- 
tion on the subject matter following—to wit: 

WHEREAS, The present method of branding cat- 
tle and horses as pursued upon the ranges of the 
United States is excessively cruel as well as dam- 
aging to business; and, 

WHEREAS, The matter of branding, as now done, 
is too often left to the discretion or the indiscretion 
of the cowboys both as to the size of the brands and 
as to the depth of the branding; and 

WHEREAS, The injury to the hides from the 
needless size and overdeep nature has become no- 
torious in its depreciation of value of Western 
hides; and 

WHEREAS, A vast and hideous cruelty is inflicted 
on the animals themselves, which in a great measure 
might be obviated. Your honorabie body is asked to 
take this matter into your consideration and to do 
whatever can be done to lessen the evils incident 
to branding, and the individuals of which your hon- 
Orable body is composed are asked to give such 
personal oversight of branding upon our ranges as 
shall reduce the size and depth of brands to the 
smallest necessary dimensions and to prevent the 
wanton multiplication of burns to the end that the 
bides may be kept in marketable condition and the 
animals saved from cruelty as revolting us itis 
needless. 

Debate on the subject was cut short and it 
was referred to the Committee on Kesolutions. 

The convention then adjourned until 10 
o’clock tomorrow.

“No, I do not. I have too much confidence 
in the sense of the cattlemen of the Southwest 
to belicve any such rumor.

Uniess the Govern- 
ment stepped in and passed quarantine laws 
and created quarantine stations, the opening 
of such a trail would cause a wide spread of 
infectious diseases. 

„What is the scope of the proposed organiza- 
tion of rangemen?’’

„What steps are proposed to kill off pleuro- 
pneumonia?”’

The first 
thing to be done is to establish quarantine sta- 
tions and to check at once the spread of the 
disease in localities where it is reported. I 
think the subject will be brought before the 
next Congress.”

CATTLEMEN GENERALLY OBEDIENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—Advices have 
been received at the Interior Department to 
the effect that the cattlemen in the Western 
Territories are generally observing the procia- 
mation issued by President Cleveland last 
August directing the removal of fences in- 
closing public lands. In Wyoming, however, 
the owner of a cattle ranch bas not only re- 
fused to remove the fences already con- 
structed but has begun to extend them, and 
in this case the Attorney-General bas been re- 
quested to bring suit to compei the observance 
of the law. A point has been raised as to 
whether cattlemen may fence in their land 
when the tracts belong to them but surround 
areas of public lanas, and this point has been 
decided to the negative, the department hold- 
ing that access to the public lands must not 
be restricted, 


THE HEIRS COME IN NOW. 


MINNEAPOLIS TO BE REGALED WITH A 8UIT 
WHERE $300,000 WORTH OF LAND 18 IN 
QUESTION, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 23.—] Special. 
The title toa large tract of land in this city 
known as Silver Lake and Oakland additions, 
and comprising about 600 lots, threatens to be 
called into question. The land was originally 
patented to George Easterbrook, who con- 
veyed itto Alexander Moore, who, in 1855, 
mortgaged it to Joseph Hall of Rochester, N.

The 
property was afterward bought under Sheriff's 
sale for $5900 by R. J. B. Galusha. It is now 
claimed that the mortgage had been paid, and 
the heirs are preparing to bring action to re- 
cover the property, that is today estimated 
worth $300,000. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 23.—([Speciai.]—A 
suit involving the ownership of coal-lands val- 
ued at over $1,000,000 was begun in the Com- 
mon Pleas Court here today. It is the cele 
brated case of Derringer vs. C. 8. Cox. It has 
been before the courts twice before, and ver- 
dicts rendered each time iu favor of the plaint- 
iff, but reversed each time by the Supreme 
Court.

JUDGE r has appointed two 
Democrats and one Republican as Election 
Commissioners. S. B. Raymond and not A. M. 
Pence is nominated for the Republican Com- 
missioner. Since the County and City Central 
Committees saw fit to recommend several 
persons to the County Judge from whom to 
choose the Republican Commissioner, modest- 
ly suggesting some of their own number, and 
since it was deemed wise to ignore the fitness 
of A. M. Pence, Judge Prendergast is per- 
haps not to blame that the author of the 
Election law has nothing to say about its en- 
foreement. Since the Republican commit- 
tees, in assuming to speak for the party, 
showed so much delicacy in not urging the 
appointment of more than one Republican 
Commissioner, an apology will probably be 
found for not giving more than was asked for. 
At any rate, Judge Prendergast has seen fit 
to appoint two Democrats to one Republican, 
although the law was passed by a Republican 
Legislature in the face of malignant Dem- 
ocratic opposition, and is to be put in force 
in a Republican county and city.

members of his church to penetrate wher 
ever possible in the administration of civil 
affairs” as Catholics, and having done this, 
then they should do all in their power to 
cause the Constitutions of States and lexisla- 
tion to be modeled in the principles of the 
true church,” meaning, of course, to her 
dogmas. 

There was a time when an encyclical of 
this nature emanating from the Supreme 
Pontiff ” would have met with implicit obe- 
dience throughout the Christian world, but 
that time has passed. It has gone by in En- 
gland, Scotland, France, Belgium, Germany, 
and Austria. It will not meet with general 
assent in Italy, or even in Spain.. In North 
America its authority will not be recognized, 
except in Mexico and Lower Canada. He 
may remind the faithful that Governments, 
and Constitutions, and legislation belong to 
them, and that science, art, and education 
must be dominated by the church, but the 
reminder will fall upon careless ears, The 
world will keep on its appointed course with- 
out caring tor the encyclical or trembling at 
it as it would have done once. Revolutions 
never go backward. The world has swung 
away from these four or five century old 
dogmas of Leo XIII., though in the 
seclusion of the Vatican, where he resolutely 
shuts ears and eyes to modern prog- 
ress, he refuses to recognize it. So far ar 
this country is concerned it will never tolei: 
the mixing in politics of Catholics as Cath- 
olics or of any other denomination in a secta- 
rian manner. As Puck says, It will be a 
bad day for those whe attempt to bring it 
about.” It may be that the Pope has mis- 
taken the temper of the times because of the 
compliment paid him by Prince Bismarck in 
referring the Caroline Islands question to 
him and abiding by his decision. If that be 
so, he would do well to inaugurate his 
scheme of Catholic politics in Germany and 
see how it would work. 


JOMACKINISM IN OB/0. 

The extent to which Jomackinism was 
practiced in the recent Ohio election has been 
very thoroughly exposed. There was more 
or less of it in various parts of State, but the 
most audacious and rascally work was prac- 
ticed In Cincinnati and Columbus, and in 
each of the two cities in a similar manner— 
that is, by forgery of the election returns. 
The crime was the same in each case, The 
only difference lies in the methods of com- 
mitting it. 

The Cincinnati forgery was not as expert 
or artistic as that which was done in Colun:- 
bus, and it was, moreover, accompanied by 
other fine work.” It will be remembered 
that all the judges in Precinct A, Fourth 
Ward, were Democrats —a condition nec- 
essary to the success of the conspiracy. The 
first move on the part of these Democratic 
judges was to throw away 100 Republican 
votes and substitute Democratic tickets for 
them. Only forty-eight Republican votes were 
counted from the precinct, and yet 146 Re- 
publicans have come forward and made affi- 
davit that they voted, and for the Republican 
ticket. This fraud added 200 to the bogus 
Democratic majority, and when the tallies 
and totals were made up it was found that it 
stood 726 for the Democrats and forty- 
eight for the Republicans. The judges, 
however, who had frequent reports from 
Democratic watchers in Republican precincts 
as to the extent of the vote, discovered that 
their first rascality would not elect the Me- 
Lean candidates for the Legislature. More 
Democratic votes were needed, so they re- 
sorted to forgery. The most obvious as well 
as the easiest way of committing it would 
have been to have raised the 726 to 1,726 by 
prefixing 1,“ but this would have made the 
total so absurdly large as instantly to expose 
the forgery. Instead of doing this. they 
changed the 7 into a “9” in a clumsy 
way, thus making the alleged total of one of 
the Democratic candidates 926 instead of 726, 
which latter figures had already been raised 
from 546 by the substitution we have de- 
scribed, and changed the 78“ from the 
hundreds place in the totals of the others to 
“93.” The reproduction of the forged 
figures below will show how clumsily the 
rascals did their work, 

At the exciting Presidential election of the 
fall before the total vote of that stuffed pre- 
cinct for Blaine, Cleveland, Butler, and St. 
John was 624; but the registration at the 
late election was 720 names, and no votes 
could be legally accepted that were not regis- 
tered. It is known that 100 bogus names 
were registered, which was the first step in 
fraud. Having packed the registration, the 
Democratic fine-workers coolly proceeded to 
pack the returns. The vote in this precinct, 
according to the returns on the head of the 
ticket, was 996, or 276 more votes than were 
registered, and 372 more votes than were cast 
at the Presidential election ! 

This vote may be instructively analyzed 
still further. The vote for Foraker and 
Hoadly throughout the city fell off as a rule, 
and in uniform proportion, below the Presi- 
dential vote, this precinet being an exception. 
For example:

The manipulators in this precinct seem to 
have had a penchant for turning 7s into 9s, 
and the fraudulent increment in the vote, of 
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Lean gang and defenders of the frauds, de- 
clare that the four defeated Democratic candi- 
dates for the Senate shall have their certifi- 
cates and take their seats because the courts 
have no right to go behind the forged re- 
turns made by the judges! In other words, 
they make their claim to a Democratic ma- 
jority in the Senate upon a palpable, ba 
faced forgery.

perjury, and swindling, which ought to con- 
sign every one of those who were engaged in 
it, as well as those who defend it, to the 
penitentiary, 

The Columbus forgery was a neater piece 
of work, because it was done more leisurely. 
The Cincinnati job was completed the night 
of the election by some of the judges; the 
Columbus job by an expert some days after 
electidh. There was no need of haste in the 
latter place, as the gang were waiting there 
to hear from Cincinnati how much it was 
necessary to swindle in order to get control 
of the Senate, the House being hopeless. In 
this case the forger raised the vote of each 
of the Democratic candidates for the Senate 
from 208 to 508 by simply making an addi- 
tion at the top of the 2 that changed it to 
„8,“ as will be seen by the following fac 

s of the job:

The workmanship in this case was very 
clever. There was no such clumsy, bungling 
botchery as characterized the Cincinnati 
forgeries. Their work mdeed was so hur- 
riedly done that Clerk Jordan, in counting in 
the forgery, had to help complete the work 
of the scoundrels by counting 926 for candi- 
dates in cases where the forger had forgotten 
to change the ‘‘7” to 9.“ In the one case 
the 200 votes were added by forgery; in the 
other by the Clerk himself because, as he 
said, it seemed proper to him.“ Now, in 
Columbus there was none of this kind of 
bungling. The figures were changed with 
care, and the tallies on the sheet were also 
added up and made to correspond with the 


forgery with equal care. In spite, however, | 


of all the pains bestowed upon his work by 
the Columbus forger, he has not succeeded 
as well as his associate in the scheme at Cin- 
cinnati. His forgery was detected and an 
honest County Clerk refused to count it, 
whereas in Cincinnati the Clerk counted in 
the forged returns, and then, with the rest of 
the gang, cries out that the courts have no 
right to go behind the returns and the men 
elected on their face have the right and shall 
go to the Senate by afreud which is con- 
fessed. 

Such is Jomackinism in Ohio. The Me- 
Lean gang have followed in the steps of the 
Mackin gang by attempting to reverse the 
popular verdict in a State election where the 
Legislature was so close that the change of a 
few votes would turn its control from the 
majority to the minority. There is this dif- 


ference, however, in the two cases. The. 


fraud in the Sixth Senatorial District in this 
State has been partially punished, at least, 
by the conviction .and imprisonment of the 
chief scoundrel. The rascals who perpe 
trated the forgeries in Franklin and Hamil- 
ton Counties have thus for escaped. There 
is another difference, also. The respectable 
Democrats of Chicago made no attempt to 
defend Mackin in his crookedness after it 
was exposed. The Democrats of Cincinnati 
defend the exposed forgeries, confess them 
without any show of concealment, and de- 


mand that the rascality shall be no bar to the 


seating of the defeated candidates. 


THE MERIT Vs. THE SPOILS SYS- 
TEM IN ENGLAND. 

It is singular that Democratic advocates of 
the spoils system should try to fortify them- 
selves with precedents drawn from England, 
where office jobbery became so intolerable 
that it was overthrown and a thoro reform of 
the civil service effected over forty years ago. 
For instance, the New York World (Dem.) 
says: 

The very highest English statesman in the 
public service, the Prime Minister, who is the 
practical bead of the Government, does-not re- 
gard it as beneath his digvity to be a party 
man. His colieagues are appointed at his rec- 
ommendation. He dispenses, with rare excep- 
tions, the whole patronage of the crown. But 
he acknowledges bis duty to party and pro- 
motes to positions of dignity and trust those 
who are of his own party and are the most 
vigorous and useful in advancing its interests. 


It is not disputed that political offices in 
Great Britain are filled with the adherents of 
the party in power, and that to this extent 
even Mr, Gladstone must be ranked as a 
party man.“ Vacancies in the Church 
Establishment and in certain responsible 
political offices are usually filled from the 
ranks of the dominant party, and it has not 
been proposed either in this country or in 
England to bring officers of these or similar 
classes under the operation of civil-service 
rules. The fitness of a Cabinet officer is not 
to be tested by competitive examination, nor 
can his tenure of office properly continue 
during good behavior. High political officers 
are connected with the policies of the Gov- 
ernment and occupy a wholly different posi- 
tion from the clerks, and Postmasters, and 
Collectors, and minor officials who are con- 
cerned solely with routine and administrative 
publie business. 

Sinee Mr. Gladstone has been cited as a 
„party man” it may be well to quote the 
following declaration made by him while still 
at the head of the Government: 


As to the clerkships in my own office—the 
office of the Treasury—every one of you has 
just as much power over their disposal as I have. 

In order that the pablic service might 
be indeed the public service, in order that we 
might not have amoug the ciril officers of the 
State that which we had complained of iu the 
army—namely: that the service was not the 
property of the nation, but of the officers—we 
have now been ouabled to remcve the barriers 
of nomination, patronage, jobbing, favoritism 
in whatever form; and every mau belong- 
ing to the people ot England, if he so pleases to 
fit his children for the position of competing 
for places .in the public service, may do it en- 
tirely irrespective of the question what is his 
condition in life or the amount of means with 
which he may happen to be or not to be 


Thus in England minor officials and clerks 
are not affected by changes in the polit- 
ical or administrative offices, but continue 
during good behavior Lege Lee, 
829288 
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more, why they should raise to its — 
the intensity of this perturbation by providing, 
as we ure told, for what is termed a clean sweep 
of the entire civi) service, in all its ranks and 
departments, on each accession of a Chief Mag- 
istrate, Wedo not perceive why this arrange- 
ment is more ranonal than would be a corre- 
sponding usage in this country on each change 
of ministry.

The Oivil-Service law and the Tenure-of- 
Office act have as yet only a limited applica- 
tion in this country, but so far as they go 
they embody the chief points of the English 
merit system. Their aim is to prevent unfit 
appointments and cause the tenure of subor- 
dinate officials to depend on the performance 
of duty and not on the favor of party bosses, 
and thus make them in fact servants of the 
people and not of partisan spollsmen. Re 
cently these laws have been evaded and nul- 
lified under the offensive partisan” pre- 
text, but the merit system still protects a 
large number of offices from the spollsmen. 
Public sentiment is being rapidly educated to 
the point of demanding that these laws be 
improved and extended even to State, county, 
and city government, and not weakened or 
restricted in any manner. The merit system 
is already the rule with banks, railways, 
manufactories, and other corporations that 
employ numbers of men and require efficient 
and honest service; it prevails also in private 
mercantile establishments and in the great 
newspaper offices, where accuracy and fidel- 
ity are demanded. The merit system as 
now applied in all branches of extensive and 
well-managed private business must be ex- 
tended to public affairs, The chief interest 
of the people in the minor non-political 
Offices is to have the duties honestly, econom- 
ically, and efficiently performed, and this is 
to be secured only according to the business 
principle of appointments on the score of 
merit and a tenure regulated by good be- 
havior, and not by the spoils system of treat- 
ing public offices as the plunder of partisan 
warfare.to be dispensed by party bosses.

There was not a word in the article in re- 
gard to the Minneapolis Millers’ Association, 
and not a word that could possibly be con- 


strued as calling in question the intégrity of | 


any man or body of men, It was not stated 
that the millers were grinding wheat be- 
longing to farmers and then trying to depress 
the markets in order to buy it in at lower 
prices. The statement was made that a 
great deal of the grain they have bought and 
much of that which they have converted into 
flour is not yet paid for, and the motive for de 
pressing the price is therefore æ strong one.” 
They may have bought their wheat of specu- 
lators or commission men—-nothing was said of 
farmers, The statement of so good an authority 
as Mr. Hiland that the Minneapolis Millers’ 
Association has never ground any wheat that 
it did not own, in the absence of evidence 
equally strong on the other side of the ques- 
tion, may be taken as setting forth the sit- 
vation correctly. But there was no implica- 
tion of anything in the business compromis 
ing the integrity of the millers. The opera- 
tion would be on a par with short selling of 
wheat, and many men do that whose integ- 
rity is unquestioned. Whether it is at this 
time a prudent thing to do is quite another 
matter. The very common belief in this 
city that millers are short is partly 
based on a comparatively new method of 
selling wheat in the Northwest. A farmer 
takes a lot of wheat to an elevator, and a re- 
ceipt is issued to him which entitles him to 
so much wheat of the same grade at that 
elevator, or to the wheat or its market value 
at some other point after the cost of trans- 
portation is allowed for. It is easy to see 
that under such an arrangement a miller who 
got possession of a quantity of wheat might 
grind it up before he had. paid for it. It fs 
thought that some millers have done this. 
Mr. Hiland says that the members of the 
Minneapolis Association have not. As to 
the report that the Minneapolis millers are 
short in this market, Mr. Hiland says noth- 
ing. It is the common belief on the Chicago 
Board of Trade that they are; and, if so, of 
course they want lower prices. No one 
claims that they have resorted to more ob- 
jectionable methods than other short sellers, 
but it is still truce that the news from Minne- 
apolis is deeply colored and calculated to 
frighten holders of wheat into selling out, 


Ir the Revenue Commission keep on with 
their present scheme of double taxation, when 
it is presented to the next Legislature it will 
never be reported to either House. No man 
can be elected to the Legisiature—certainly 
not from Cook County—who would Indorse so 
harassing and destructive a system of taxa- 
tion, Such a bill as they are hatching—mak- 
ing war on every business interest, even try- 
ing to prevent the depositing of money in 
banks by assessing all kinds of taxes on it if 
found lodged in such receptacles, and forcing 
up the rates of interest on borrowers by tax- 
ing capital received and the promise to repay 
it, and by a general onslaught on the credit 
of all persons who invest in private corpora- 
tions instead of partnership firms, taxing 
their shares as well as the property which the 
shares represent—such a bill might as well be 
thrown into the waste-basket or be sent to 
some historical society as a curiosity in the 
way of malevolent would-be fiscal legisla- 
tion.

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AT THE SEAT OF WAR. 
THE BULGARIANS EVIDENTLY HAVING THE 
BEST OF MATTERS. 

Lo *, Nov. 24—4 a. m—{Via Mackay- 
Be Cable to The Tribune.}—The ad- 
vices from the East this morning sbow 
that yesterday's fighting has resulted favor- 
ably to the Bulgarians. The situation is such 
as to fully justify Prince Alexander in his 
request to the Porte to postpone sending a 


Commissioner to Bastern Roumelia until the 


termination of the war. He says that, as a 
soldier, be can only propose an armistice when 
within Servian territory. That he ie justified 
in taking such a stand is evident when it is 
considered that, according to a dispatch from 
Belgrade to the Daily Telegraph, we Servians 
have evacuated ail the positions hitner- 
to occupied by them; that Dragoman, 
half way been Sophia and Pirot; Bresnik, 
to the west of Sophia a score of miles in the 


| direction of Tru, Perknik, and Izvor are in the 


hands of the Bulgarians; that the Servians 
are still retiring; and that the Bulgarian cav- 
alry have occupied Saribrod (though a Belgrade 
dispatch dated Monday evening says that yes- 


terday's dispatch from Pirot makes no mention 


of the Bulgarians having Saribrod). King 
Milan was forced to retreat by the failure of the 
commissariat service. He will remain on duty 
at the frontier until the arrival of Gen. Lesh- 
jatin's division and the rest of the reserves. 
The advices from Widin also show that 
it bas not been burned, as reported, but 
that the bombardment continued for an hour 
without any decisive result, and that the Bul- 
garians replied vigorously to the Servian 
fire. As further evidence of Prince 
Alexander's spirit, he has sent a dis- 
patch to Darmstadt to his father thanking 
bim for his gift of clothing, etc., to the Bul- 
garian troops, and adding: “We fought ail 
Sunday and spent the night on Dragoman 
Hights, which we carried by storm. The fight- 
ing continues today (Monday) in the direction 
of Saribrod.” In regard to the peace talk, 
the 
says that, although King Milan bas not agreed 
to an armistice, be has not assumed the of- 
fensive since the 20th inst., and that gone of 
the Powers has formally intervened. 

Summing up, as far as can be judged from 
the conflicting telegrams, the situation at the 
seat of war u as  tollows: “Prince 
Alexander has heid at bay the 
Morraa and Shumadja -divisions, which 
were advancing via Radomir, and prevented 
them from joining the Drina and Danube di- 
visions.

London, Nov. 23.—[Special.}—Among the 
rumors from the seat of war in the Balkans 
this morning is one that comes from Sophia, 
the Bulgarian Capital, and which therefore is 
presumabiy correct, that the Servians have 
bombarded Widin, at which they dave been 
hammering for several days, and that the city 
isin flames. Widin ſas the accompanymg map 
shows] is in the northwest corner of Roumelia, 
on the Danube River, near the Servian front- 


jer. 
SLIVNITZA TO COME NEXT. 


Dispatches from Beigrade (of course having 
a Servian coloring) state that only trifling skir- 
mishes took place today between the Servians 
and Bulgarians, as both sides are awaiting re- 
inforcements. The Servians are preparing for 
a powerful bombardment of Slivuitza prior to 
ao attack of infantry on that town. An official 
report also says that King Milan bas brought 
his main force into operation with the Drina 
and Moravia divisions, and that a decisive at- 
tack on Slivaitza is imminent. It also states 
that if King Milan is victorious be will agree to 
an armistice of the Powers to settle the terms 
of peace. 

On account of the strength of the forts at 
Slivnitza and their absolute resistance the Ser- 
vians call that town “Pievnicza” or little 


| Plevna.” 


A dispatch from Solenci, opposit Slivintza, 
dated 1 e’clock Monday morning, says that 
King Milan and Premier Garachnano had ar- 
rived at headquarters, The Servian army was 
drawn up facing the enemy, and was prepar- 
ing for a final attempt to break through and 
force its way to Sophia. 


[The commander of the Bulgarian troops at Sliv- 
ritsa is Capt. Binderof, who was formerly an officer 
in the Prussian cavairy. His real name is Binder. 
The troops are badly shod, part of them wearing 
Sandals. The officers are young, ignorant, and in- 
experienced, the battalions being under the com- 
mand of Lieutenants of only 2 years of age. The 
discipline, too, is dad, and the volunteers and 
militia are armed with old Russian muskets of 
very little real value in actual warture.] 


RUMORS OF MILAN’S OVERTHROW. 

There was a rumor in London tonight that 
a revolutionary party at Belgrade had already 
overturned the Government of King Milan. 
The Servian Minister at London denied that 
there was any trutbin the rumor, but indi- 
rectly intimated that the Servians are willing 
to overthrow the Government if certain con- 
tingencies arise. 

IN THE HOSPITALS. 

There are 600 wounded men ia the hospitals 
at Pirot.

[An account was recently telegraphed from So- 
phia by a correspondent of the London Standard, 
who bad examined the fortifications thrown up by 
the Bulgarians on tne high-road from Sophia to 
Nisch, and which will be read with much interest 
to American soldiers. The general plan of the 
works was devised by Prince Alexander himseit. 
The intrenchments, which extend for four 
kilometres on both sides of the road, lie 
about 8,000 metres, or two miles, dis- 
tant from the hbights near Dragoman, at the 
termination of the long defile between Saribrod 
and Dragoman. They are constructed on the model 
of the Turkish redoubts around Plevna, having on 
their right ana left flank batteries armed with 
twelve suns. The front of the batteries is pro- 
tected by a smal! stream, the Halkali, which might 
possibiy form a temporary Obstacie to the opera- 
tions of cavairy and artillery. The ride pits there are’ 
too deep—the soidiers of the defending force are 
not able to lie or kneel lu them, but are compelled 
to stand while firing. The City cf Sophia, which is 
the point to be defended, lies tn tne centre of a 
plateau, which, before the River isker found its 
way through the Balkan Mountains, formed the 
bottom ot the lake. Hence the fortified positions 
above can be turned from aimost every 


side. 
GREECE IS ARMING. 

Gen. Sapundakie, commander of the First 
Army Corps, which is encamped at Larissa, 
is waiting orders to cross the frontier and 
advance on Saionica. The Greeks in Lower 
Mucedonia are arising and forming a force of 
irregular troops. 

A note from the Turkish Government de- 
mands an explanation of the Greek arma- 
ments.

THE SERVIAN MINISTER. 

On the subject of peace the Servian Minister 
in London says:: Bulgaria was the aggressor 
in this quarrel, and therefore she murt be 
made to pay the piper. The only terms of 
peace which Servia can accept will be the 
cession of enough Bulgarian territory to be 
equivalent to the expenditure of blood and 
treasure into which Servia has been forced in 
defense of ber borders.“ 

THE GENERAL FHRELING. 

It is now considerea quite possible that the 
diplomats at Constantinople will arrange for a 
small cession of territory to Servia. This 
would be sufficient to keep King Milan on his 
throne, and it would be regarded as a punisb- 
ment of the Bulgarians for their unauthorized 
anuvuexation of Eastern Roumelia. 


AUSTRIA’S ATTITUDE. 

The foreign diplomatic representatives at 
Belgrade are of the opinion that the Powers 
are about to interfere between Servia and Bul- 
Faria, believing that both sides have suffered 
enough, while the resuitsare undecided. Aus- 
tria alone hesitates. Subscription lists have 
been opened throughout Austria and Hungary 
in aid of the Servians. Liberal responses are 
being made to the appeals for help. The Aus- 
trian Minister at Belgrade visited Queen Na- 
talie yesterday. It is reported he is urging the 
Government to accept Prince Alexander's offer 
of an armistice. The Standard'’s Vienna cor- 
respondent says that Austria, fearmg for the 
position of King Milan, has joined Germany in 
urging Turkey to interfere. 


THE FEELING AT BELGRADE. 

Meanwhile the popular hatred of the Bulga- 
rians at Beigrade has dwindled, owing to 
Prince Alexander's submission to the Porte. 
The hopes ot a final victory are fading away 
and there is much depression. Foreign inter- 
vention is eagerly hoped for. 

The Russian Government bas requested the 
Servian Minister at St. Petersburg to notify his 
Government of Russia’s tormal disavowal of 
the conduct of the Servians. 


A DENIAL 
It is not true that the Porte has summoned 
the Servians to evacuate Bulgaria. 


TO STOP THE WAR. 

A dispatch from Vienna to the Times says: 
Russia and England have induced the Porte 
to dispatch a note to Servia tomorrow counsel- 
ing King Milan to stop the war. The Servians' 
war reports are unreliable, All correspondents 
are excluded from the Servian lines except two 
Austrian correspondents, whose dispatches are 
cooked.”’ 


PRINCE ALEXANDER’S DISGRACHE. 

St. PeTrerssurc, Nov. 23.—The removal of 
the initials of Prince Alexander of Bulgaria 
from the officers’ epaulets of the Thirteenth 
Rifle Battalion has been decreed.

NORTHWESTERN HALF-BREEDS CRI ING FOR

BIsMAnck, Dak., Nov. 23.—|Special.j}—A 
haif-breed hunter arrived from the Canadian 
North west today and reports that an extremely 
warlike spirit exists among bis countrymen in 
the Northwest Territory. No sooner did the 
news of Riel's execution reach the Indians and 
half-breed French than a movement was in- 
augurated to secure aid from American balf- 
breeds. At one camp au effigy of Lord Mac- 
donald was hanged before the enraged [frontiers- 
men, who riddied it with bulleta, cut 
it to shreds with knives, and, 
gathering the fragments, burned them 
to ashes. The bhuntsman now here says 
he does not believe there will be any trouble 
during the winter months, but thinks the pent- 
up vengeance ot the followers of Kiel will 
break Out in the spring and create sad bavoc 
among the frontier settlers who are consia- 
ered unfriendiy. Ge states that the great 
need of the baif-breeds in the execution of 
their plans is a leader to take the place ot 
Riel, and many of them pray for the return of 
Gabriel Dumont, woo exhibited so mucb brav- 
ery and pluck during the recent uprising, but 
left alter the surreuder of Riel, and is now in 
Montana. 

OrTawa, Ont., Nov. 23.—The order in Coun- 
cil declining to interfere with the sentence 
passed upon the Battieford Indians, condemned 
to he hanged the 27th inst., bas been withbeid 
in cases of the two men named Charlebos and 
Dresyman, in order that an inquiry may be 
made astothe aileged extenuating tircum- 
stances. These men killed an old squaw in the 
belief that she was a windigo,“ or witch, 
They were nutin any way connected with the 
rebellion.

A CAS® OF YELLOW-FEVER DISCOVERED IN 
NEW YORK—THE SCOURGE AT GUAYMAS, 
MEXICO. 

New York, Nov. 23.—A message was sent 
from the Chambers Street Hospital to sanitary 
headquarters today announcing that a man bad 
died at the hospital of what was supposed to 
be yellow-fever. A physician was sent to the 
bospital to assist at the autopsy and reported 
the diagnosis of the hospital pbysician correct. 
The case wae one of genuine yellow-iever to 
all appearances. The patient, Christian Pulbi, 
was emplop ed as freman on the steamer Albo, 
which came in three days from the West 
Indies with all well on board. Puibi was sent 
to the hospital last night in a comatose condi- 
tion. He died withio a few hours after his re- 
ception. Steps were taken to have the steamer 
fumigated and the man buried in the potter's 
field. As frost destroys fellow-fever germs no 
bad resuits are expected from the case. 

San Francisco, Oal., Nov. 23.—The Amer- 
ican schooner Surprise, Capt. J. Roberts. ar- 
rived today from Guaymas, Mexico, whence 
she sailed Nov. 6. She reports the death 
of the Uaptain’s wife from  yelilow- 
fever, which is prevalent there, and 
that the Captain and all the crew were 
attacked by it at Guaymas and on the voyage - 
here. Quarantine Officer McAllister visited 
the vessel on ber arrival and found ali on 
board in good beaith, but, nevertheless, quar- 
antined the schooner.

Lonnon, Nov. .I Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Triobune.)—Although the Parnelilite 
manifesto issued last Saturday is generally re- 
garded as a brilliant and effective stroke of 
political warfare, it has caused much dissatis- 
faction among the conservative Irishmen on 
account of what they consider the unwarranted 
violence of its tone. A prominent member of 
the league bas written a long letter to Mr. Par- 
nell in condemnation of the manifesto. He 
points out that the rules of the Trish 
National League of Great Britain expressly 
state that it was founded to obtain home 
rule for Ireland by organizing the 
Irish vote and keeping British workmen in- 
formed of the merits of the Irish question re- 
gardiess of sect. The manifesto, this com- 
plainant says, raises false issues, disregards 
the fundamental rules of the league, prosti- 
tutes the organization to the gratification of 
personal feeling, arouses British prejudices, 
and utilizes the confidence always reposed by 
Irishmen in their eaders to satisfy the intol- 
erant squabbling of religionists. The writer 
concludes by saying that a counter manifesto 


should be issued at ones.

742, at the fair of St. Germain, and in a short 
time acquired the reputation of being the best 
leaper of his day. If bis legs were iron, the 
springs of the machine were certainly of steel, 
for bis elasticity was equal to bis strength. He 
was aided in all bis performances by a female, 
of whom. says M. Fournei in his work upon the 
spectacie of Paris, no one knows in 

what relanonsbip she stood to him. He 
wagered that in his entertainment of 
the “Pmze of Oythbera’”’ he would 
jump as high as the chandeliers, and 80 
well did he keep bis word that witb a blow be 
knocked off a portion of one of them, which 
Tell at the feet of Mabomet Effendi, the Turk- 


ish Ambassador, who was sitting in the King’s 
bex. When the performance was finished 
Grimaldi presented himself before his Excel- 
Jency expecting a reward for bis skill, but he 
was réceived with the greatest bauteur by the 
Ambassador's servarts, who informed him in the 
severest manner that instead of a reward he 
deserved punisbment.

THE FAIR OF ST. GERMAIN, 
FETE. 

The rendezvous of all professional leapers 
was the fair of St. Germain, the centreof trade 
and pleasure, where, during two months and a 
haif—tbe duration of the fair in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries—the Parisians 
congregated in great multitudes. At first the 
fair lasted only tor a fortnight, bat little by 
little it encroached upon the Carnival, then 
upon Lent, and at the same time came to in- 
ciude the whole superficial area now bounded 
by the Fours, Boucheries, the Quatre-Vents, 
and Tournon streets. it was here that the 
great athietic celebrities formed their 
sty le, and from this nursery went 
forth the acrobats who made such «a 

rominent figure at the féie given to 

vis XV. by the Duke of Bourbon ia his 
magoificent domain of Chantilly, from the 4th 
to the Tit of November, 1722. The young 
Prince first visited the park and admired the 
meénageric, and, as he left, Orpheus appeared 
before him in the midst of a grotto surrounded 
by oleanders and orange-trees. The part of Or- 
pheus was filled by a fiddler in the opera, 
whose enchanting strains had a visible effect 
upon the animals which the Klug had just in- 
specied. At the sound of the violin the beasts, 
as weil they might, stood stock stili; but when 
the French Orhpeus played variations, which 
included the sounds of hunting horas and the 
baying and barking of hounds, sauve qui peut 
‘was the word in the menagerie. The bears 
climbed to the summits of the trees, threw 
themselves upon the tight ropes that 
had been extended, and performed endless 
feats of suppleness and dexterity, while 
the other animais—the. monkeys, lions, 
tigers—showed the greatest excitement, 
leaping and bounding about wita all that sav- 
age alertness which they manifest in their na- 
tive wilds when pursued by the huntsman cr 
when capturing their prey. The most wonder 
Tul feat, however, which these denizeus of the 
woods and wildernesses performed was their 
coming all together in a row and making a pro- 
found obeisance to the King! It then for the 
first time became apparent to all that those 
wild beasts were only a troupe of the best rope- 
dancers and vaulters from the fair of St. Ger- 
main, dressed, painted, and otherwise made 
up tor the entertainment of the Prince. 
THE SOMERSET. 

The English cultivated with equal success 
the art of tumbling, and they were especially 
great in the acrotatic leap called the somerset. 
It is said that this word dates from the seven- 
teenth century, from the reign of James I., 
whose great tavorit was Robert Carr, Duke of 
Somerset, who was bighly accomplished in this 
exercise. But somerset is a corruption of 
somersault, which itself is an altered form of 
the word soubresauilt, in its turn derived from 
the Itulian sopraseito. In reality tne origin of 
this species of leaping in Engiand was of a 
much more ancient date. Jugglers performed 
this feat in order to amuse the Saxon Princes 
and the Norman Kings; they traveied the 
country, Stopping at the great houses and giv- 

aug entertainments and sometimes executed 
their displays of skill on horseback. 

We read in ancient chronicies that one day 
Edward II. (fourteenth century), deriving 
great. entertainment from seeing one of these 
mountebanks, who ran before him, and in 
throwing his somersaults frequently leaped 
over a borse’s back, gave the tumbler 20 sbil- 
lings—a iarge sum ior the time, and very likely 
more than the performance was worth, 


A SINGULAR MISTAKE. 

The decided taste of the English nobility for 
Such exercises has been the cause of a very 
singular mistake. In the engravings of an- 
clent manuscripts (of the thirteenth and four- 
teenth centuries) we see Salume, the daughter 
of Herod as, throwing a somersault de ore 
Herod to obtain a boon of the King, the boon 
being the bead of Jobn the Baptist. But why 
the somersauit? we wish to know. There is 
no mention of it in Sacred Writ, which simply 
Says she danced, without any accompaniment 
ot somersets. The trdusiators oi the Gospel 
in the Middie Ages did not believe that this 
Tatal dance was in itself such an innocent af- 
fair, for it seemed to them monstrous that as 
& reward for two or three capers Herod should 
have delivered up the bead of Jobn the Bap- 
- tist. To obtain such a reward it was natural 
do suppose that Salome performed some er- 
traordinary acrobatic feats, marvels of tum- 
bimg, and wonders of strength. Thus,

Those who 
are not overstout, and who do not tear dizzi- 
ness, may clamber up stil further by ladders 
to the lantern. Goethe accomplished this ascent 
more than once for the purpose of getting rid 
of a constitutional tendency to vertigo, and 
carved bis name upon the stone walls of the 
turrets; but time ha» already worn away some 
of the letters. 

It is with difficulty that one passes the crown, 
and with stel more that other architectural 
wonder, the rose. Here the spiré appears like 
a needie crossed with horizontal bars, the ar- 
rangement forming a sort of. cross. This part 
being passed, there is, in the absence of cross- 
bars Of metal or projecting corners of stone, 
but little support for the adventurous climber, 
who ig compelied to creep up by bis hands and 
feet. Finaliy spire ter minaies in a button 
which is less than a foot and a halt in diameter. 
Formerly it served as a pedestal tor a statue 
of the Virgin, but it is now merely thé 
the lightning-conductor that termffiates the 
edifice. But t was bere, upon this button, at 
the hight of 466 feet above the level of the 
Cathedral square, that the soldier used to take 
bis gymnastic exercise. The people assembled 
in the cathedral close watcbed him with the 
most painful excitement, boiding thetr breath, 
trem biing with horror, while the mau at the time 
was standing on his bead on the Dutton, bis 
legs in the air, announcing to the two banks of 
the Rhine, to France and Germany, that bis 
feat was successfully accomplisbed. 


EARLIER FEATS ON THE SAME SPIRE. - 

Tbis was not the first time, however, that it 
bad been done: for in the eighteenth century, 
according to the chronicle ot the catbedral, a 
German chimney-sweeper climbed up to the 
buttoa, and stood upright upon it. At that 
time there was no lightning-rod running up at 
the sides, and the attempt was considered a 
most daring one. Rose Marie Varnhagen, a 
romanve-writer, bas made the event the 
crowning incident of a very excellent novel. 
The day of the inauguration of the Strasbourg 
Railway the feat was repeated, and in this in- 
stance the amateur saluted from his lofty 
perch the balioon which was set off in honor of 
the occasion, and which passed quite ciose to 
him. 

In earlier times a gentleman made a bet that 
he would walk round the balustrade of the 
platform. at which, as we said, ali prudent per- 
sons with ordinary heads will first rest a short 
time and then retrace their steps. To walk on 
the parapet ot the platform at this dizzy hight 
was a terrible undertaking. The man, who 
was accompanied by a faitnful dog, proveeded 
on his march, but, being. suddenly seized with 
giddiness, be made a false step. His 
dog. faithful to bim in death, sprang after 
bim, and, in memory of this act of devotion, 
the image of the generous animal is carved on 
one of the sides of the monument which the 
friends of the foolbardy man erécted to his 
memory. Further we read of a young man of 
a good family in Strasbourg who indulged in 
similar dangerous diversions. He tied bis feet 
together, and thus, fettered and belpiess in 
case of accident, amused bimself by leaping 
from the piatform up to the parapet, at the im- 
minent risk of being precipitated head-fore- 
most upon the pavement below. 

THE MAIDEN’S. LEAP. 

“Love laughs at locksmiths,” and Love 
never laughed more heartily at them than in 
the case Of tne daughter of the Earl of Gowrie, 
whose castie was in the north of Scotiand. The 
Eari had made a young man prisoner, and beid 
‘him in bond in a tower which stood isolated 
about ten feet from the main 
buildings of the castle. The young lady re- 
garded the prisoner, whom she saw daily at the 
barred’ window of bis chamber, with the com- 
passionate sympathy which, on Dryden’s au- 
thority, meits from pity into love.“ An in- 
timacy soon sprung up between the youthful 
pair, messages were exchanged, and in 
course of time there were frequent inter- 
views—the young lady obtaining access to 
the tower through the help of the old High- 
lander who kept the keys. Oveeveuing before 
the castie-gates were closed she contrived to 
glide round to the tower. The old nurse, who 
had not been taken into confidence, observed 
her and went at once to betray the love-affair, 
which, had she only been consulted about it, 
she would have been but too happy to pro- 
mote. The Countess of Gowrie at once went 
in search of her daughter. The young lady, 
who received timely warning of her mother’s 
approach, would certainiy bave been caught 
bad she attempted to return by the usual way. 
it was now evening aso, and all the back 
entrances were locked and guarded. 
There was only one course open to 
ber. She mounted upto the summit of the 
tower and from its battlements made the 
splendid ieap of nine feet four inches across 
the space which divided the tower from the 
castle and landed safeiy within the main build- 
ing. She at once repaired to ber room and lay 
down on ber bed to await the event. Mean- 
while her mother, after searching all over the 
tower and castle. came to her daughter's sleep- 
ing-room and found her peacefully reclining on 
her pillow. The young lady was of course as 
tonisbed at the visit at that untimely hour, 
and the Countess was overcome with confusion 
for havimg for a moment entertained unwar- 
rantadle suspicions. The maiden's leap, as 
it is called to the present day, was over a space 
sixty feet deep. It may be added that at their 
next interview the lovers decided that the jeap 
was too dangerous to be repeated, and that 
their only resource was to run away together— 
which second feat was achievea with success 
equal to that which attended the frst. 


THE PUPEL’S ENCYCLICAL. 


A CORRESPONDENT EXPRESSES HIMSELF 
ON THE QUESTION OF RELIGIOUS LIB- 
ERTY. 

CHicaao, Nov. 23.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
— When the Rev. Burchard of New York, in an 
address of weicome to Mr. Biaine, the Repub- 
lican candidate for President a year ago, used 
the phrase that Rum, Romanism, and Re- 
beilion were the great dangers to our Re- 
pubiic, a perfect howl of indignation arose all 
over the country, and denunciations of such an 
expression, even among Republican news- 
papers, had no end. The Democrats at once 
turned the utterance to good use, and the de- 
feat of the Republican ticket at the fall elec 
tion was the result. About the time-wben Mr. 
Burchard delivered his remarkable speech a 
call bad been issued by the Pope for the meet- 
ing of a council of American Bisbops and 


Archbishops at Baitimore, and the subsequent 
proceedings and decrees tnereof were kept 
secret until after being revised and approved 
by the Pope. They will shortly be given pub- 
licity in his encyclical letter, dated Al: Saints’ 
Day. Nov. 1, 1885, and will then become a law 
to all Catholics. 


The contents of this document, as far as * 


known, demonstrate that the fears of the Rev. 
Burchard are weil founded and his celebrated 
remark now becomes verified. Surely ail good 
American citizens and lovers of liberty have 
cause to be alarmed over the language used in 
the encyclical letter of the Pope.

All Catholics 
should do all in their power to cause the Constitu- 
tion of the States and of legisiation to be modeled 
in the principles of 8 true eburch (Catholic 
Church). The church is in perfect harmony with 
all modern progress and leaves intact the legiti- 
mate liberty of the peopie. 

The liberty ot the people of this Republic is

The inquest on the body of Charles Tupper, 
the Ridgeiand man who was found shot, was 
held yesterday. Louise Tuppér, the widow, tes- 
tified that ber hosband left home at 10 a. m. 
last Friday, carrying with bim $5 and a silver 


watch. The umbrella shown ber by the Coro- 


ner was not her husband's. Deceased was 46 
years old. William Borman, a iather, testified 
to finding the body at 7:30 a.m. Policeman 
Patrick Clark said he saw a kind of pooket- 
book lying on the ground near the body. 
The pocketbook was open and a one-cent piece 
lay on the ground near it. The body was 
leaning over on the right side. One fence- 
board was down on one side. Tupper's right 
hand beld a revolver; his left hand was lying 
across his breast. George K. Spofford, Captain 
of Police at Cicero, corroborated Officer Clark 
in regard to the revoiver. The umbrella lay on 
Austin avenue with the handle down in the 
ditch, about thirty feet from the deceased. 
Witness saw no signs indicating that a strug- 
gie bad taken place at the spot. The — 
was bent as if it had been stepped 
when it was picked up the handle feil off. 11 
was broken in two places. He noticed the im- 
pression on the ground the umbreila had made. 
The revolver showed that it bad not been 
carried much. There was a piece of thread 
around the handle showing that it bad recentiy 
come from a store. The wound was powder- 
burned and there was @ powder mark on the 
nose. There were two bullet holes in the face. 
Deceased came from Fortieth street on the 
4:50 dummy, which brougbt him to Austin 
about 5 o'clock, and he got off alone. 

The jury found that the deceased came to 
his death from a pistol-bali fired by some per- 
son, but from the evidence it was unabie to 
say who fired the shot.

AN ITALIAN SOCIETY OBJECTS TO THE 
SHERITF S ACTION—WHAT THE SHERIFF 
BAYS. 

At a meeting of the Societa Cristoforo Co- 
lombo Sunday afternoon there were a good 
many speeches condemnatory of Sheriff Han- 
chett’s action in letting the ropes, chisel, and 
other reiics of the late triple execution get into 
the hands of a museum manager.

WHEREAS, The same implements are exhibited 
with cards attached bearing the words, Italian 
Murderer ’’; and, whereas, the members of this so- 
ciety, while approving of the just senteace exe- 
cuted upon the said convicted murderers, do re- 
pudiate any further national responsibility for their 
horrible crime than would attach to American- 
born citizens by reason of the acts of an American- 
born criminal; now. therefore, be it 

Resoiped, That it is the sense ot the Societa Cris- 
totoro Colombo that the said action of the said 
Hanchett is an insult to the decent sentiment of 
this community and a prostitution of the high office 
intrusted to him by the people to the base ends ot 
a morbid curiosity or pecuniary gain.

John “Bipple-Mitohell, who was elected United 
States Senator from Oregon Nov. 18, was born 
in Washington County, Pennsylvania, June 22, 
1885, and, after studying law, practiced bis pro- 
fession for a time at Franklin, Butler County, 
of that State. He removed to San Francisco 
and in 1860 went from there to Portland, Ore. 
In 1861 be was elected Corperation Attorney 
and in 1862 was chosen State Senator, serving 
until 1866. During the latter year he was a 
candidate for the United States Senate, but he 
was defeated by one vote. In 1878, however, 
he was more successful, and became the United 
States Senator for a full term, which expired 
in 1879. He was a candidate for reélection, but 
was defeated by one vote in the Republican 
caucus. The Democrats succeeded in electing 
James H. Slater? In 1882 Mitchell made another 
unsuccessful effort to get back to the Senate, 
but although he was the choice of the Repub- 
lican caucus Joseph N. Dolph carried off the 
prize. The term of Mr. Slater expired the 4th 
of March last, and an attempt was made to 
elect. bis successor in the Legisiature which 
began Jan. 1. The Republicans had a majority 
of fourteen, but they could not agree upon a 
candidate, and the result was that no ope was 
chosen. A special session of the Legislature 
was called by Gov. Moody. On the third ballot 
the Democrats came over to Mitchell, thus 
giving him the number of votes necessary to 
elect. After Mr. Mitchell's first eleonon to the 
Senate an early scandal connected with bis 


residence in Pennsylvania was unearthed and , 


came before the Senate Committee on Priv? 
leges and Elections for investigation, but it 
was decided that there was nothing in the 
matter requiring the Senate's action. During 
the investigation Mr. Mitchell admitted that 
his name originally was John Mitchell Hippie, 
and that be left Pennsy)vania in the hope that 
he would be separated from the memory of a 
past domestic trouble.

proposed purchase. 

A BONDSMAN’S DUTIBS. 

In the case of Cruver Bros. against the Cruver 
Bros. Manufacturing Company and others, one of 
the defendants, R. R. Street, asked leave of Judge 
Gardner yesterday to withdraw his name from the 
receiver's bond as one of the sureties, as he was 
going to Europe and did not want to be worried by 
any possible habilities here. The Judge, how- 
ever, denied the motion, and remarked that when a 
party went on anuther’s bond he could not be al- 
lowed to withdraw the next day or whenever he 
choose, but must expect to stay on it until the liabil- 
ity had ceased. It was too much like trifling with the 
court. The receiver, however, was directed to 
hurry up as much as possibie the liquidation of the 
affairs of the company 80 as to close them out by 
Jan. 1. 1886. 


AN UNEXPLAINED STRIP OF LAND. 


Judge Blodgett yesterday decided the ejectment 
suit of Cushing against Ford, which raised an odd 
question as to the amount of land in the N. E. \ of 
the N. E. Kot Sec. 3, 38, 14, in Hyde Park. In the 
present case the original title was from the Canal 
Commissioners, and called for forty acres, more or 
less. A new survey was made when it became nec- 
essary to open Forty-first street. It has been as- 
certained, however, that there is nineteen and a 
half feet lacking in frontage in the N. E. Kot the 
N. E. K. The Judge held that as the street had 
been accepted by the public and property-owners, 
the defendant could not be held to be guilty of un- 
lawful entry in taking land as it was laid out. The 
only remedy was by a bill in chancery against all 
the property-owners in the section, so that the loss 
should be distributed among them all. The suit 
Wat dismissed.

Nellie F. Adin’s case was called up before Judge 
Prendergast yesterday morning. Judge Knicker- 
bocker last week suspended his action in regard to 
the guardian’s custody of the child to enabie Judge 
Prendergast to settle the question of adoption. It 
appeared, however, that the girl was still in the 
custody of her stepfather, Sandell, and Judge 
Prendergast thought there was no occasion for ac-

at No. 140 Monroe street and to J. A. Murphy & Co. 
at the northeast corner of La Salle and Adams 


streets. 
DAMAGE SUITS. 

Peter Wagner commenced. a suit yesterday to 
recover $25,000 of the Union Stock- Yards & Transit 
Company for the loss of both his legs, which were 
crushed on a locomotive he was running the 13th 
of June, 1881. He sued before and got a verdict 
for $15,000, but a new trial was granted, and when 
the case came up a second time he was absent and 
it was dismissed. 

Last March Robert Duddleston, the 14-year-old 
son of George Duddleston, was run over by a Van 
Buren street car and, it is alleged, seriously in- 
jured, and yesterday he sued the West Division 
Railroad for $25,000 damages. 

Mary Ann White sued the Chicago & Western 
Indiana Railroad Company, as administratrix of 
John White, in an action now on trial in Judge 
Gary’s court. John White was run down by a 
train Dec. 19, 1883, while working upon a sidewalk 
that crossed the track at Forty-first street, and he 
died a week later. He was a carpenter. 

George Barnum and Henry Seiter are defendants 
in the suit brought by Edward Steinborn for in- 
juries received from being run over by a horse and 
buggy two years ago. It was in the Town of Lake. 
Steinborn’s thigh is alleged to’ have been broken, 
and his leg to have become shorter than before in 
consequence. ‘The case is on trial before Judge 
Rogers. 


THE KINGSBURY-POWERS CASE. 


The old case of Kingsbury against Powers was 
before Judge Moran yesterday on exceptions to the 
master’s report. The items objected to in the re- 
port were the allowance of 812.000 to Mr. Powers, 
the guardian, for the taxes of 1872 and 1873 on the 
Kingsbury estate, it being claimed the taxes were 
illegally levied under Bill 300, and hence Powers 
was bound to repay them. The Judge held that 
Powers having paid them in good faith while they 
were supposed to be legal was protected and could 
not be compelled to repay them.
